Rank and file members of organ- 
ized labor undoubtedly have just as 
high regard for law and order as 
any other class of citizens. 

Certainly, they don’t feel that 
carrying a union card makes them 
“above the law,” any more than a 
farmer, who has joined the Farm 
Bureau, feels that he has just won 
the right to commit grand larceny. 

Among many of the professional 
labor leaders, who have risen to 
power by extra-legal methods—with 
goon squads and body guards to en- 
force their mandates—there is quite 
a different attitude, however. 

To many of these high-handed 
labor czars, accustomed to getting 
away with all manner of excesses 
and offenses—on the ground that 
they are “fighting for labor”—ex- 
tortion ceases to be extortion, when 
it is committed in the name of la- 
bor, and murder isn’t murder, if 
the murder wears a_ union but- 
ton. 

That may seem, at first glance, 
to be a harsh and unwarranted in- 
dictment. But there is corrobora- 
tive evidence on every hand to bear 
it out. And it is a state of mind 
which needs to be remedied, not 
only in the interest of law and or- 
der, but even more in the interest 
of labor itself. 

Consider current cases. The head 
of a New York union, with a pre- 
vious felony conviction against him, 
is arrested on a charge of extortion, 
with the facts plainly indicating 
that he had preyed upon workers 
and employers alike. Immediately 
he charges “labor persecution” — 
and other union leaders rush in to 
his defense. 

A Hollywood union head is 
brought to book on a conviction of 
pandering, and fellow union leaders 
appear before Governor Olson to 
plead for him and oppose his extra- | 
dition. 

And in Illinois, a union leader, 
convicted and sent to prison, is per- 
mitted to direct the affairs of the 
union from his cell in the state pen- 
itentiary. 

But of more direct interest to 
California, there is now a deter- 
mined effort under way here to 
stampede labor men into petition- | 
ing for the pardon or parole of Earl 
King, E. G. Ramsey and Frank J. 
O’Connor, three former Officials of | 
the Marine Firemen’s Union, who 
are serving 20-year terms for the 
murder of George Alberts, chief en- | 
gineer of the freighter Point Lo- 
bos.

SAN FRANCISCO — Selection of 
members and alternates of the Con- 
trol Committee to administer dur- 
ing 1940-41 the Federal marketing 
agreement and order for six vari-

The marketing agreement and order 
provide a program, in effect since 
August, 1939, under which the 
handling of fall and winter pears in 
interstate and foreign commerce can 
be adjusted according to market 
requirements.

The control committee is com- 
posed of twelve members and their 
alternates comprising one grower 
and one handler representative from 
each of the six producing districts 
designated under the program. The | 
committee men will serve until June 
30, 1941, or until their successors 
qualify. Members and alternates of 
the committee were selected by the 
secretary of agriculture from nom- 
inees chosen by the industry except 
grower representatives from the 
Washington who were selected from
